Shipping 

The  common  carriers  are  Freight,  Express,  Post  and  Auto.  Large  consign- 
ments, especially  of  bulky  orders,  are  usually  shipped  by  auto.  Where  the 
distance  is  too  great  to  make  an  auto  truck  advisable,  shipment  will  be  made 
by  freight.  Express,  at  the  present  reduced  rates,  is  satisfactory  for  medium  sized 
shipments  where  prompt  delivery  is  required.  Parcel  Post  is  recommended  only 
on  small  orders.  Where  no  directions  are  given  with  order  we  ship  by  the  method 
which  we  consider  best  for  the  purchaser.

Distance  Apart  to  Plant.  Rose  gardens  are  usually  most  effective  when  planted 
in  beds  or  borders  wide  enough  to  allow  for  at  least  three  rows  of  plants.  This 
is,  of  course,  subject  to  local  conditions.  If  planted  in  beds  seven  feet  wide  this 
allows  for  three  rows  set  2J4  feet  apart  and  a margin  of  a foot  for  outside  borders. 
A rose  bed  ten  feet  long  and  seven  feet  wide  will  call  for  one  dozen  roses  if  planted 
feet  apart  each  way.  A rose  bed  twenty-five  feet  long  requires  thirty  plants. 
It  is  desirable  to  place  the  strongest  growing  varieties  in  the  center  row.  If  the 
border  is  in  the  foreground  of  a fence,  wall  or  other  dividing  line,  the  strongest 
growing  roses  should  be  planted  in  the  back  row,  also  climbing  roses  should  be 
planted  in  the  background  about  six  feet  apart,  and  trained  over  some  support. 
This  will  add  to  the  effect  and  the  climbing  roses  will  not  interfere  with  the  others. 
It  is  desirable,  when  a number  of  roses  are  used,  to  plant  enough  of  each  kind  in  a 
group  to  produce  a solid  effect  of  color.
